‘‘The King” was toasted to the 
singing of the national anthem at the 
proposal of the chairman. T. H. Ar¬ 
mour. Then the “Immortal Memory 
of Robert Burns” was next honored. 
T. H. Armour delivering a lengthy 
^ speech in which he portrayed the ap¬ 
peal of humanity in the works of the 
poet. He showed, giving quotation 
after quotation, how Bobbie Burns 
reached the hearts of his people from 
the lowst to the highes. Scot¬ 
land had adopted his song as a na¬ 
tional anthem on the one side, and 
in is “Cotters Saturday Night” the 
poet had depicted the humble life and 
thoughts of the common folk. His 
wrtings covered every episode of hu¬ 
man experience, and contained the 
true thoughts of democracy, said Mr 
Armlour. “The Army and Navy” was 
proposed by C. C. McKechnie in a 
breif and appropriate proposal This 
was responded to by Major Harry 
Strachan who made reference to the 
long military history of the Scotch 
and their traditions. He referred to 
the 19th Alberta Draooons to which 
Chauvin has contributed a strong 
contingent, and stated that the exist¬ 
ence of trained men did not cause or 
encourage war. It was the errors and

B. C. Farmers Decide 
Against Entering On 
The Politcal Arena 


As an organization, the United 
Farmers of British Columbia will not 
eter te political arena, it was decid¬ 
ed at to.concluding.session oftho an¬ 
nual convention 'at Vancouver. It 
was laid down thatany political 
movement must start with the locals 
and move upward, and a committee 
of 15 was elected by the convention 
to devise rules and regulations for 
political action,-and to act. as head¬ 
quarters for the receipt of funds and 
the conducting- of an educational 
campaign.. This committee will not 
be responsible to the organization. 

The resolution folows; 

1. “That the central board and ex¬ 
ecutive association shall not engage 
in politics: neither shall the funds of 
this association be used for political 
purposes, provided that nothing in 
this resolution shall be considered to 
forbid any officer or member from 
engaging in politics in his individual 
capacity. 

2. “That a special committee be ap¬ 
pointed by this convention to develop 
and organize the Farmer’s forces for 
political action. 

3. “That the duties of the commit¬ 
tee will be to devise rales and regu¬ 
lations for the organizattion of polit¬ 
ical conventions and to serve as the 
general headquarters for effort 
throughout the province on behalf of 
Farmers’ action alone or in conjunc¬ 
tion With other bodies, including lo¬ 
cals of this association, which may 
decide to co-operate with this com¬ 
mittee, provided that in such case 
such locals may think fit to supply 
the funds they require for the pur¬ 
pose. and shall keep such funds sep¬ 
arate, and apart from the funds of 
the organization. 

4. “That this committee shall have 
power to act. 

5. “Upon its appointment the com¬ 
mittee will not be subject to the rales 

| and regulations of this association 
j and is responsible only to the bodies, 
it purposes to represent.” 

Resolutions urging the government 
to remedy defects in surveying laws 
j and to enact legislation enforcing the 
installation by smelters of smoke and 
gas absorbers in order to protect ag- 
| ricultural land and livestock were 
i passed.

TOMATO CULEURE 


The impossibility of the people as¬ 
certaining the cost of bonusing in¬ 
dustries through the protective tarriff 
and the effects of the tarriff in en¬ 
couraging mergers and combines, 
thus creating an addtional agency to 
mulct the people of the country were 
urged as two of the most damaging 
features of the present tarriff by 
Hon. J. A. Latta in the Saskatche¬ 
wan assembly last week.. 

Mr. Latta spoke as the mover of a 
resolution urging the federal govern¬ 
ment to reduce the tarriff. the reso¬ 
lution being practically identical with 
that of the Canadian council of ag¬ 
riculture, according to Dr. W. G. 
Shhlmark, who seconded it.

February 2nd At this 
hour His Honour the Lieutenant

No formal invitations have been is¬ 
sued, but an advertisement lias been 
published to the people of this Pro¬ 
vince, who are cordially invited to 
attend. Seats will be reserved for 
members of the Judiciary and their 
wives, members of the Canadian 
House of Commons and their wives, 
and the wives of the members of the 
Alberta legislature. 


Urging the reciprocal establishment 
of free entry for Canadian and Amer¬ 
ican cattle into the respective, cou¬ 
ntries, The Saskatchewan Live Stock 
board last night passed a resolution 
urging the Dominion Government to 
take such action as may be warranted 
tleto obtain free entry for Canadian 
livestock into the Unite States mar¬ 
ket. The resolution also requires the 
Dominion Government to make ar¬ 
rangements to have Canadian inter¬ 
ests adequately represented at Wash¬ 
ington. 

The preamble of the resolution sets | 
out that outlets for Canadian live¬ 
stock are inadequate to meet exist¬ 
ing conditions and that experience 
has shown the great value of the Uni¬ 
ted States market to western Canada 
for livestock and particularly Cattle; 
and calls attention to proposals of a 
tarriff bill now before the congress of 
the United States which may give the 
president discretionary powers in 
granting reciprocal concessions to 
countries willing to trade on equal 
terms. 


The tomato is a native of South 
America and requires a long season of 
fairly high, and uniform temperature 
and abundant sunfigl^—ri-ir ■ which to 
mature.

erature of 75 degrees during the day- 
and about 50 degrees durinig the night 
should be maintained. As soon as 
seedlings appear, .which will be from 
seven to twelve days give all the light 
in doing so. As soon as the plants are 
large enough to handle, showing two 
rough leaves they should be pricked 
off into boxes or 3 inch flower pots, 
boxes for this purpos*- 18 inches long 
by 14 inches .wide and 3 to 4 inches 
deep arq best, empty peach crates 
will de. Preuare a good compost of 
% good garden soil % pulverised well 
rotted manure, place a layer of 
rotted manure in the bottom of bex 
and fill uip with the compost to with-j 
j in an inch of the top. and press firm 
and even. Take a round stick about 
five inches long and one half inch in 
diameter, with a blunt point at one 
end, called a dibble, with which 
make holes in the soil 2 inches apart 
each way.

I roots into one of the holes, and avoid 
doubling them. With the dibble press 
the soil firmly about, the roots, taking 
care not to bruise the stem in the 
process. After the box has been filled 
with plants, keep in a warm place, 
and shade from the light for a few 
days, until the plants take hold of the 
new soil. Water aa the plants require 
but not so as to keep the. soil wet all 
the time, which would cause it to 
sour. As the plants increase in size, 
and become crowded. transplant 
to another box about 4 inches apart 
each way. Transplanting two or 
three times is very benifidal. its it in¬ 
creases the root system, resulting in 
larger and healthier plants. Where 
a leaf is attached to the main stem, 
a side shoot or lateral will make its 
appearance, which should be pinched 
off close to the stem, taking care not 
to remove any of the flower trusses 
by mistake. To grow stocky, robust 
plants do not use manure of fertilizer 
of any kind, and give plenty. of air, 
and not too much -water, -while the

We 
emphasize them strongly because our 
future is bound up in the attitude 
and action we take in these questions 
The world in general will give us a 
favorable hearing, just as soon as we 
demonstrate the true cost of produc¬ 
tion,. We ourselves can gain a decent 
living when we can prodiluce at a 
reasonable cost and have a fair and 
equitable marketing system.

legislature of a province may exclu¬ 
sively make laws on the subject of 
Education, nothing therein shall pre¬ 
judicially affect any of the denomin¬ 
ational schools in existence before 
July, 1867. Where in any province 
a system of separate schools existed 
by law at the time of the union* or 
was thereafter established by the leg¬ 
islature, an appeal lies to the gov¬ 
ernor-general in council from any act 
of a provincial authority “affecting 
any right or privilege” of a Protest¬ 
ant or Roman Catholic minority. 

In case the provincial authorities 
refuse to act for the due protection 
of the rights of minorities, in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions of the 
constitution, then the .parliament of 
Canada may provide a remedy for 
the due execution of the same. 

In the constitution given to Mani¬ 
toba in 1870 there are similar provis¬ 
ions, and an appeal can be made to 
the governor-general in council when 
a provincial law or decision affects 
any right or privilege of the Protest¬ 
ant or Roman Catholic minority in 
relation to education. 

Tn Saskatchewan and Alberta no 
law is to be passed prejudicially af¬ 
fecting any right or privilege with re¬ 
spect to separate schools possessed by 
any class of persons under the school 
law existing at the time the provinces 
were created in 1905. In those prov¬ 
inces at that time any Protestent pr 
JRoman Catholic minority • could es¬ 
tablish a separate school. The rem¬ 
edy is the same as with respect to the 
other provinces. 

Parliament can only within its own 
discretion intervene to provide a rem¬ 
edy when the provincial authority 
does not pass such legislation as 
seems necessary to the governor-gen¬ 
eral in council under the provisions 
of the constitution. 

Only once since confederation has 
the dominion parliament been asked 
to pass remedial legislation, and that 
was in 1896 in connection with the 


abolition of the Roman Catholic sep¬ 
arate schools in Manitoba., but the 
term of parliament was expiring and 
there was so much opposition to the 
legislation, that the proposed meas¬ 
ure was never enacted. The govern¬ 
ment was defeated* at the general 
election that ensued and the dispute 
was otherwise settled by the new ad¬ 
ministration.

All judicial appointments are made 
on the recommendation of the Dom¬ 
inion minister of justice, except ap¬ 
pointments of chief justices, which 
are made on the recommendation of 
the prime minister. 

When judges wish to obtain leave 
of absence from their duties, or to 
retire from the public service, it is 
through the department of justice 
that all necessary measures are tak- 


miinistration of law and justice, that 
fall under the criminal law, and may 
be punished by death, or imprison¬ 
ment or fines. Treason, murder, 
manslaughter, forgery, fraud, breach 
of trust, libel burglary, receiving of 
stolen goods, robbery, theft, and 
| conspiracies, are among such offences 

The regulation of the procedure or 
th manner in which the trial of such 
offences iis to take place is also en¬ 
trusted to the dominion parliament. 
The trial of such offences, however, 
takes place in the courts created by 
the province. 

Prom the preceding paragraphs it 
will consequently be seen that the 
provincial courts have power to try 
and determine civil and criminal suits 
and actions at law, affecting the 
fives, liberties and property of the 
people within theiir provincial limits; 
that the provincial legislature regu¬ 
lates both the law and procedure In 
matters of personal or private rights 
and that the dominion parliament 
makes the rules of law and procedure 
in criminal matters. 

Th e reason of this division of leg¬ 
islative authority must be sought in 
the historical fact that in all the Eng¬ 
lish provinces which had so long en¬ 
joyed local self-government before 
1867, there were differences both in 
the laws and procedure relating to 
civil rights and property, based as 
they were in the English provinces on 
the principles of English jurisprud¬ 
ence, while in the great province of 
Quebec they were based on the 
French law, but the criminal law was 
the same in the province of Quebec 
as it was in the other provinces.

EDUCATION 


It will be seen above, that the all- 
important question of m'atters belong¬ 
ing to provincial legislation mention- 
■ ed in section 92 of the British North 
1 America Act, but that it was con- 

i- 

sidered necessary to devote a special 
section to it. The reason for this 
must be sought in the political his¬ 
tory of the question. 

While the different provinces before 
confederation were perfecting their 
respective systems of education, the 
question of separate schools attained 
much prominence. The Protestant 
;-s minority in Lower Canada,- and the 
- Roman Cathollic minority in Upper 
i Canada, earnestly contended for such 
'f an educational system as would give 
the Protestants in the former, and 
the Roman Catholics in the latter 
province, control of their own 
schools. This was finally effected 
and separate schools were established 
at the time of the union, and It ac¬ 
cordingly became necessary to give 
the minorities in question a statutory 
guarantee for their continuance, 
accordingly provides that while the 


DOMINION POWER OP 
DISALLOWANCE 


The British North America Act 
gives to the dominion government a 
direct control over the legislation of 
each province, for the governor in 
council can within one year from its 
receipt, disallow any act of a prov- 
prevent it becoming- the law. 

Previous to 1867 the imperial gov¬ 
ernment could disallow any act of a 
provincial legislature within the lim¬ 
its of British North America. The 
power over the provinces in this re¬ 
spect has now been transferred to 
the central government Canada 

since 1867. 1 

This political power is' one to: be 
exercised with great discretion and 
judgement, ^.s otherwise it may in¬ 
volve consequences fatal to the har¬ 
mony and integrity of the confeder¬ 
ation. 

It may be la|id down in general 
terms that this “veto” can be projer- 
ly exercised when the act under con¬ 
sideration is beyond the constitution¬ 
al power of the legislature, or when 
it is contrary to the rights enjoyed 
by a minority under the constitution, 
or when clearly dangerous to the 
peace and unity of the Dominion gen¬ 
erally. The danger arises from the 
exercise of the power, on the gruonds 
of public policy, in the case of a 
queston clearly within the constitu- 
tionalpowers of legislature. 

The general principle that prevails 
is to leave to their operation all acts 
that fall within the powers of the 
provincial legislature, which within I ters 
its legfel sphere has as absolute a I righ

The written constitution provides 
that the government of the Dominion 
shall appoint and pay the judges of 
the superior, district and county 
courts of the provinces, -except those 
of the probate courts of Nova Scotia. 

Justices of the peace, police and 
stipendary .magistrates are, however, 
appointed by the provincial govern¬ 
ments. 

The judges of the superior courts 
can only be removed on an atidress 
of the two houses of the dominion 
parliament to the governor-general, 
after an inquiry before a committee 
of the commons or senate into any 
charges that may be made against 
them.
